Israel’s Oil Case A gainst Moscow

concluded a trade agreement 
with two Israel companies, 
Nikhsei Yarden and Delek. 
| whereby it undertook to sup- 
ply them, during the years 

1956-1958, with diesel oil and 
crude mineral oil to an ap- 
proximate value of $20m. 

On November 15, 1956, at 
the close of the Sinai cam- 
pai the Soviet company 
notified the Israel companies 
that it had rescinded this 
agreement. Moreover, the 
refused to 
supply the 70.000 tons of oil 
which had been the subject of 
earlier agreements: They ex- 
plained that their attitude was 
dictated by their Government 
and due to force majeure. 


Two Israe] tankers, the 
Yarkon and the Yam Suf. 
which were in a Black Sea 
port awaiting to load, had to 
return empty. Petrol had to 
be imported at a much higher 
cost from very distant coun- 
tries 

The Israel companies which
